Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


FRANKLIN, S.S.: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately 
in the County of Franklin: 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabit- 
ants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Monday, the eighteenth day of February next, at 
11:30 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on 
the following articles: 


Aricle I. To choose by ballot all necessary Town 
Officers for the coming year: Moderator, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, one Assessor 
for three years, one School Committee for three years, 
Tax Collector for three years, two Library Trustees for 
three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, 
Auditor, Tree Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver 
Smith, and Constables. 


Article II. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 


penses of the town for the ensuing year. 
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Article III. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the treasurer, with the approval of the Select- 
men, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation 
of the revenue of the financial year beginning January 
1, 1952, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may 
be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with Chapter 44, section 17, General Laws. 


Article IV. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, 
and employ counsel for same. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
any Trust funds that have not already been accepted.

Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we here- 
with submit our report for the year ended December 31, 
1951. 

We are pleased to record the completion of Lane 
Bridge early in 1951, and trust that the advantages pro- 
vided by the new bridge will offset any inconvenience 
caused by the delays in making it available. Please no- 
tice that the cost of this bridge, including repairing of the 
highway and bridge on Swamp Road for a detour, was 
considerably less than the amount of money made avail- 
able, and the sum of $2,642.56 was returned to Surplus 
Revenue. ea! 

The project of replacing Bardwell’s Bridge on Hay- 
denville Road was combined with the highway work on 
the adjacent location, and both were handled by our own 
highway crew under the direction of the State Engineer. 
The approximate cost of the bridge was $7,500 against 
the State estimate of $10,000, and the unused funds -were 
therefore available for additional highway work. Due to 
the lateness of the season, it was not advisable to black- 
top the newly graded road, but it is planned to complete 
this section in early 1952 and continue north-easterly as 
far as funds will permit. Land damages, including mov- 
ing of a tobacco shed, were settled by the County Com- 
missioners, and reimbursed by the Town. A portion of 
the amount was included in the 1951 tax commitment, 
and the balance will be reflected in the 1952 rate. Gen- 
eral highway maintenance continues to afford additional 
black-top surfaces from year to year. 
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Tarring of the town garage yard for use in stock- 
piling sand, gravel and stone seems desirable, while 
painting of the outside woodwork on the garage building 
is needed this year. A $400 item for these purposes is 
included in our budget. 

Acting as Board of Health, two T. B. cases were con- 
tinued in the Hampshire County Sanatorium until late in 
the year. A third is still receiving care and rehabilita- 
tion training at Rutland. 

A report of the activities of the Southern. Franklin 
Welfare District shows expenditures well within appro- 
priations. 1952 estimates are close to those of the pre- 
vious year. Administration estimates are somewhat 
higher, due to the necessity of replacing the automobile 
and increased salaries demanded by State and Federal 
agencies. Costs are still moderate, when the enormous 
detail and constant changes in laws and regulations re- 
quired by these agencies are considered. 

The Board has recommended that a loader be pur- 
chased for the highway department. Due to current la- 
bor conditions and difficulty in hiring trucks, we believe 
stock-piling of road materials is going to be an absolute 
necessity in order to have them quickly available for use, 
especially when tarring of roads is in progress. The 
equipment we have in mind will also be useful in loading 
in the gravel bank when small quantities are needed. 
Planned clearing and leveling of road shoulders will help 
to provide profitable use of this machine. Under Chap- 
ter 81 and 90 contracts, a considerable sum in rentals will 
be received, thus building up our Road Machinery earn- 
ings account.

I present my 19th annual report on the books and 
records of the various Town Officers: 


The Treasurer has paid orders as follows: 
Selectmen’s Orders $112,294.88 
School Committee’s Orders 39,462.09 


Total payments $151,756.97 


Details of these expenditures appear elsewhere in 
this report. 


The Treasurer has in his possession and due the Town 
of Whately, on December 31, 1951, the sum of $48,611.99. 
The cash on hand has been verified by actual count of 
money in the Treasurer’s possession and an examination 
and reconciliation of the depositary bank’s statement. 


The securities and bank books forming the invest- 
ments of the various trust funds and investment funds, 
totaling $124,751.70, have been carefully checked and 
found in order. With the completion of contract pay- 
ments on the 8. White Dickinson Library building, it is 
anticipated that no more sales of investments in this fund 
will be necessary, and the account should remain intact, 
subject only to maturity of the numerous items. 


The Tax Collector’s records have been closely 
examined and found to be in excellent shape. It was 
necessary to take only one tax title to clear the 1949 Real 
Estate levy, and the small amount of the 1950 Levy is in 
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process of collection. Approximately 134% of the 1951 
Property tax levy was outstanding on December 31, 1951, 
an improvement over the previous year, in spite of a sub- 
stantially increased commitment. All Poll, and, with the 
exception of a December commitment, Motor Vehicle Ex- 
cise taxes, were cleared from the books. 


No borrowing has been necessary during the year, 
and no loans are outstanding. 


The Town continues in excellent financial condition 
with a slight gain the amount of “free cash” on hand.

Attached please find three pages of charts which con- 
tain the Activity and Fiscal Reports on Old Age Assist- 
ance, Aid to Dependent Children, General Relief and the 
new category of Disability Assistance, for Whately and 
the Southern Franklin Welfare District. 


Disability Assistance started as of November 1, 1951, 
and we were permitted to make payment for this pro- 
gram from the General Relief Appropriation for the bal- 
ance of the year. 


In addition to increased work caused by new legisla- 
tion, we have had increased volume in every field of activ- 
ity with the greatest shown in the areas of contacts and 
expenditures. The increase of well over 100 contacts 
reflects in better Social Service to clients. An additional 
eight thousand dollars in aid makes a greater burden of 
work for the clerk as well as an increased amount of detail 
for the Social Worker and Agent. 
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We wish to mention here that this $124,000.00 busi- 
ness is done entirely by a corps of three workers. Since it 
deals with State and Federal Agencies, the detail is tre- 
mendous. 


| The new category of relief, Disability Assistance, as 
well as the other 1951 legislation, is sure to encroach fur- 
ther on the time of employees. 


Our estimates for 1952 (already in your hands) call 
for increased appropriations to meet requirements of 1951 
legislation. 


We are pleased to report that work as a whole in the 
District was up to date at the end of 1951.

Fire Department for the year 1951. During the year the 
department had twenty-two calls, as follows:

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Tree Warden's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The dominant aim of the tree warden during the past 
year was to render prompt service, with the advice of the 
Shade Tree Disease Laboratory at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the assistance, in most cases, of the crews 
of the Utility Companies, in the inspection, treatment or 
removal of all diseased or dangerous trees reported by the 
citizens of the Town. 


Fifteen trees, inspected and found to be in a diseased 
or dangerous condition, were removed in 1951; most of 
these were located in places which rendered their removal 
difficult. 


Two 6% DDT foliage sprays of all species of trees 
were made during the year, at a cost considerably below 
that of previous years. 


Because of the limited budget, pruning work was not 
extensive, most of the efforts of the warden being directed 
toward the removal of the numerous trees found to be in 
a dangerous condition. 


Some trees in the center of Town were found by the 
Tree Laboratory to have sparse and undernourished foli- 
age, indicating the need of feeding; it was gratifying to 
note some owners feeding their trees, and more citizens 
are urged to do so, especially of trees along the Town 
ways. Such feeding will tend to lessen the damage caused 
by storms to the utility lines. A well-fed tree also tends 
to be a disease-free and strong tree.

An appropriation for tree planting, to replace trees 
removed in this and prior years, appears to be necessary 
if we are to maintain the natural physical attractiveness 
of our town ways. Citizen cooperation in this phase of 
the work has been noted and is appreciated. 


Citizens are urged to report any trees in need of brac- 
ing, treatment or removal, so that proper steps may be 
taken for their preservation or removal.

Report of Public Health Nursing 


To the Citizens of Sunderland, Whately and Ashfield: 


I hereby submit my annual report of the activities of 
the Public Health Nursing District. 


Following a vote of approval of town meetings last 
spring, Ashfield’s request to join our district was granted. 
As noted above a new name was chosen to conform with 
existing laws expected to be enforced by the State in the 
near future. 


The by-laws were revised to reduce number of meet- 
ings to three. Consequently one in each town is held, in 
April, August and December. 


The towns share in the cost of supplies, office rent 
and nurse’s salary. Whately and Sunderland divide the 
telephone rental and all towns, the toll calls. 


Each town raises sums for nurse’s mileage, at 7 cents 
per mile, also for well-child clinics. 


Miss McCann’s services as school nurse in Conway 
were approved and $300 of her salary is paid by that town. 
However, it was decided that pre-school well-child 
clinics were not considered a part of school duties. Con- 
sequently following a vote of the town committees Con- 
way was notified that a charge of $35 would be made for 
the nurse’s services and follow-up calls should be reim- 
bursed according to mileage and time. 


Separately you will find the nurse’s report and finan- 
cial records will be found under town treasurer’s reports 
since they automatically serve as treasurers in the dis- 
trict. 
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It is gratifying to be able to report Miss McCann’s 
efficient service will again be available during 1952. 


In closing I wish to thank my committee for their 
splendid cooperation, also all who in any way have helped 
make the well-child clinics a decided success.

I herewith submit my report as Community Nurse 
for the towns of Whately, Sunderland and Ashfield. 


The incidence of Communicable disease was low, 
but there were a few cases of Scarlet Fever and Measles. 
We are grateful to the parents who keep their children 
at home when they suspect illness, particularly conta- 
gious illness. This helps prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease, because by the time the teacher or nurse sees the 
children he may have contracted or spread the disease. 


The Well-Child Conferences were held in the three 
towns and there was an excellent attendance at each. 
Doctor Wallace of Greenfield conducted the clinics in 
Whately and Sunderland, and Doctor Low in Ashfield. 


Immunization clinics were also held in each of the 
towns and we were glad to see so many mothers bring 
their pre-school children along for treatment. Injections 
were given to prevent Diphtheria, Tetanus and Whooping 
Cough. These clinics were conducted by Doctor Rice in 
Whately and Sunderland and Doctor Craft in Ashfield.

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Report of State Audit

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 
September 25, 1949 to July 17, 1951, made in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This 
is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. 
Dine, Assistant Director of: Accounts.

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As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 
September 25, 1949, the date of the previous examina- 
tion, to July 17, 1951, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing town funds or send- 
ing out bills for collection were examined and checked. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were compared with the departmental records of pay- 
ments to the treasurer and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury. The payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants, the cash 
book was footed, and the cash balance on July 17, 1951 
was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement from the depository and by actual count of the 
cash on hand. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of fed- 
eral taxes and the county retirement system were ex- 
amined and checked. The payments to the Collector of 
Internal Revenue and to the county retirement board 
were verified, and the balance on hand in the general 
treasury was proved. 


The securities and savings bank books representing 
the investment of the trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed. 
The sales of securities and the income and bequests were 
proved, and the withdrawals and transfers to the town 
were verified. 
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The tax title records in custody of the treasurer were 
examined and checked with the accounts of the tax collec- 
tor and with the deeds on file, and the amount received 
from the sale of land of low value was verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The accounts outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination and all subsequent com- 
mitment lists were audited and proved with the warrants 
committing them for collection. The collections as re- 
corded on the cash books were checked, the payments to 
the treasurer were verified, the taxes transferred to the 
tax title account were checked, the recorded abatements 
were checked to the assessors’ record of abatements 
granted, the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
with the town auditor‘s ledger accounts and the cash bal- 
ance on July 17, 1951 was proved by actual count of the 
cash on hand. 


Verification notices were sent to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town, and from the replies received it appears that 
the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were examined and checked. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the record of fees charged and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the town auditor were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were compared with the treasurer‘s books, while the re- 
corded payments were checked with the treasury war- 
rants and with the treasurer’s record of disbursements. 
The appropriation accounts as recorded on the ledger 
were checked with the town meeting records of the town 
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clerk, the transfers from the reserve fund were compared 
with the authorizations of the finance committee, and all 
other accounts were checked with information in the de- 
partments in which the transactions originated. The 
ledgers were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
July 17, 1951. 


The records*of licenses granted by the selectmen 
were examined and checked. The payments to the treas- 
urer were verified, the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved, and the cash on hand was proved by actual 
count. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts on ac- 
count of dog and sporting licenses, as well as gasoline reg- 
istrations, were examined and checked in detail. The 
payments to the State and to the town treasurer were 
verified, and the cash on hand on July 17, 1951 was 
proved by actual count. 


The appropriations as voted by the town meetings 
were listed from the records of the town clerk and were 
compared with the aggregate amounts raised by the as- 
sessors in the determination of the 1950 and 1951 tax 
rates. 


The librarian’s records of fines and of miscellaneous 
collections were examined and checked. The payments 
to the treasurer were verified and the cash on hand was 
proved by actual count. 


The records pertaining to the school lunch program 
were examined and checked in detail. The collections 
from the sale of lunches and the amounts received on ac- 
count of federal reimbursements were checked. The cash 
book record of expenditures was proved and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified. 
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The records of the cemetery department on account 
of burials and sales of lots were examined and checked 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The records of charges of the public welfare depart- 
ment for temporary aid, aid to dependent children, and 
old age assistance were examined and checked. The re- 
corded receipts were compared with the treasurer’s rec- 
ord of receipts and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved with the town auditor’s ledger accounts. 


The accounts of all departments were found to have 
been kept accurately and efficiently, thereby facilitating 
the work of the audit. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash and summaries of the tax and departmental 
accounts, as well as tables showing the condition and 
transactions of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was ex- 
tended by all town officials, for which, on behalf of my as- 
sistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

Dear Mr. Strippe: 


This is my eleventh consecutive report of its kind; 
and, covering noteworthy items from Whately School 
business done during 1951, I hope sincerely that it will in- 
dicate our having passed through an eminently success- 
ful year in this department, considering the unusual con- 
ditions of affairs generally. 


It seems fitting to present this report under various 
headings, as in the past, with statistical data and other 
pertinent data presented on adjacent pages.

From the foregoing tabulation it is readily seen that 
Grades 1, 2 and 3 were suitably housed in the Center 
School and the remaining groups in the East School, 
Grade 4 being by itself. The heavily-inked numerals de- 
note the “normally-aged”’ pupils in each group, as usual. 

Please note the numbers from the Fourth Grade 
downward are larger than those in Grades Five through 
Eight, excepting for the Second Grade. We may expect 
those heavier First Grade enrollments generally for 
awhile; and we are fortunate in having another room at 
the East Whately building which can be changed over for 
classroom usag‘e. 

Besides the day pupils aforesaid, your jurisdiction ex- 
tends to evening instruction of various adults in Practical 
Arts or Trade Apprenticeship classes. 

Only one change was made during 1951 in the teach- 
ing staff membership. Mr. Collins obtained appointment 
to a larger position in his home town, Turners Falls, and 
was replaced by Mr. Frederick E. Ellis of Greenfield. Mr. 
Ellis taught previously in South Royalston, Massachu- 
setts. Last Spring Mrs. Powling was given a leave of 
absence until September, and was replaced by Mrs. Doro- 
thy Strippe. , 


SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 


Our textbooks and instructional supplies have thus 
far been readily obtained in adequate quantities—only 
with orders for metallic supplies is there any complication 
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and those are still obtainable by priorities. Prices on 
books and supplies are due for a ten per cent increase as 
of January, 1952. 


During the year 1951 we benefitted by having our 
own water supplies. The new well serving the East 
Scohol has proved ample in every respect; that at the 
Center School has not given us too plentiful a supply of 
water, but has done very well to date. Your Committee 
has retained the piping connections of the former local 
supply in place, with the fine cooperation of the proprie- 
tors, Messrs. Allis; and in case of emergency, due to pos- 
sible shortage in our own well, can tap in on that former- 
ly-used service. 

There remains to be accomplished a MUST project: 
—the establishment of a proper sewage system at the 
East School and a complete check-up of that at the Center 
School. That is required of us by the State Department 
of Public Health; and it should be embarked upon this 
year. 

We have been favored by very fine co-operation from 
the State, through its Amherst office and the services of 
a Mr. Iantoska, sanitary engineer. Certain specifications 
have been outlined; and Mr. Jantoska, Mr. Walter Hut- 
hoski, Jr., of the Committee, and Mr. Frank J. Raffa have 
all been instrumental in making such plans as have devel- 
oped to date. Mr. Raffa is now working on a cost esti- 
mate, so that the whole matter may be discussed at Town 
Meeting. 

Another accomplishment in 1951 was the furnace 
change-over to oil fuel at the Center School. It has 
greatly enhanced the building’s comfort. Your Commit- 
tee has discussed attic-floor insulation at both buildings, 
too; and the benefits of such a move, if and when it is 
done, are obvious. 

Considerable work is needed on both buildings— 
mostly in replacement of hollowed-out stair-treads; and a 
lot of painting, particularly around the basements. Our 
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steadily-increasing pupil-population also makes it imper- 
ative that we carefully consider re-alignment of classroom 
groups and the eventual return, to classroom usage in 
the East School, of its West-side room now used as a play 
area—that will mean adding another teacher to the staff, 
naturally. 

Our School Lunch Program continues to function 
splendidly under the able management of Mrs. Beaudry; 
and pupil-transportation has been generally satisfactory. 


EDUCATIONAL COSTS 


The 1952 School Budget Estimate amount of $41,- 
864.00 is less than six percent over the total 1951 School 
Appropriation amount of $39,524.00 (the original amount 
plus an additional $755.00 fuel grant). Its increase is 
very largely due to prospective increase in High School 
Tuition costs, to provide for larger numbers of pupils who 
will be in attendance at Northampton and Deerfield High 
Schools next year. 

Against the total 1951 Appropriation of $39,524.00, 
various reimbursements totalled $14,828.76, or 37.5 per- 
cent of the appropriated amount. To offset the $41,- 
864.00 of the 1952 Estimate, we expect reimbursements 
totalling $15,210.00, or 36.3 percent of the Estimate total. 

If one takes the NET cost of schools during 1951,— 
the difference between Appropriation and Reimburse- 
ment aforesaid, or $24,695.24, and divides that in turn by 
the 180 days of school and the 128 pupils enrolled in Octo- 
ber 1950, the result is approximately $1.07, the net cost 
per pupil per day overall. That is no great amount, by 
any standards. 

I have heard comments relative to the high cost of 
school pupil transportation. It is in complete accordance 
with the law that the Committee first advertises for bids 
on each of the several bus routes, then makes the award, 
—almost always on a lowest-bidder basis and, thus far, 
there has been only one bidder per route. 
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MISCELLANEOUS DISCUSSIONS 


The Sunderland-Whately  district-nursing set-up 
seems to be working out well in all respects. Certainly, 
Nurse McCann’s attention to the schools has continued to 
be highly satisfactory.—her work is directed by an effic- 
ient Joint Committee of the two towns. We remained 
gratifyingly clear of serious epidemics throughout 1951. 


The elementary schools of this Union have had a 
highly successful league in operation for some three years 
now; and I think those contests are proving sufficient for 
each of the schools concerned. The recent publicity on 
over-emphasis in athletic contests in colleges—involving 
conditions which have led to professionalism and crooked- 
ness, has brought attention to the very real over-empha- 
Sis on sports in the secondary school level; and I think we 
can foresee times when athletic contests will be more on 
the intramural level, with ALL pupils participating in 
line with their individual abilities, as is done very finely 
in schools like Deerfield Academy, for instance. 


After all, Physical Education is simply a BRANCH 
of Education, and primary attention should be focussed 
on the “three R’s” and other branches of learning. The 
present trend in high school basketball in Massachusetts 
is towards a limited number of games for each school,— 
around 18. I should say that a still lower limit is logical 
for an elementary school team. 


A few years ago I proposed that this Union purchase 
and share ownership in a Massachusetts Vision Test 
Equipment; and that was done. It has made that equip- 
ment far more readily available to the school nurses of 
the Union’s four towns, and saved us from having to bor- 
row from the State and County Health Office at times of 
need. Similarly, there is included in the 1952 estimate 
the sum of $90.00, that being Whately’s share (one-fifth 
of the whole cost) of an ultra-modern Audiometer equip- 
ment whose purchase by the Union I expect to propose at 
the Joint Committee meeting next April. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That the sewage-disposal project discussed pre- 
viously in this Report be put through to completion in 
1952: 


2. That Whately revise its minimum-entering age 
for school enrollment to be in line with the rulings in each 
of the other three towns of this Union,—five years nine 
months as of October First. 


3. That Whately citizens, particularly parents of 
school pupils, visit the schools. Such visits should be 
made quietly and unobtrusively, in order to observe pro- 
cedures at their maximum of normalcy. 


4. That Work Certificate applicants apply for them 
at my office during office hours. They should know their 
future employer’s corporate names, and should bring 
birth certificates when applying. Work Certificates are 
needed up to 21 years of age. 


The exceptions to the above are those who attend 
school or work in Northampton. In that case, they may 
apply in Superintendent Barry’s office in Northampton 
High School, which is delegated to issue such certificates 
for me. 


Every three years this Union’s schools are inspected 
by an official of the State Department of Education; and 
last Spring the inspection was made by Miss Mary 
O’Rourke, Supervisor of Elementary Education. Wheth- 
er or not our procedure on that occasion was especially 
fine in every classroom (I assured her it was customary 
with us) Miss O’Rourke’s verdict for Whately school pre- 
sentation was completely commendatory. 


We maintain good order in our classrooms; our texts 
and subject matter are up-to-date and good; and, above 
all, our classrooms have a happy atmosphere. Those, to 
me, are the criteria of a properly-working school system. 
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We encounter new and difficult problems frequently, 
as do all businesses. In the schools we are faced with in- 
creasing enrollments; a definite shortage of qualified 
teachers; constantly-increasing operational costs, and 
many others. As each decade passes, vastly-increased 
amounts of new knowledge must be absorbed, digested 
and imparted to our pupils,—all within the same time al- 
lotments as in days past. It warrants deep and careful 
study. 


I wish to thank the committee for the unfailing help 
and consderation I am given; and to thank our loyal staff 
members and all others who have contributed in any way 
to making 1951 a good school year .

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Report of the Music Supervisor 


Mr. Sidney Osborne, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Whately, Massachusetts. 


Dear Mr. Osborne: 


I herewith submit my anual report as Supervisor of 
Music. 


The modern trend in teaching public school music 
has been to teach music more or less by rote with little 
thought placed on ability to read music from the printed 
page. 


This has been in variance with the opinion of your 
music supervisor who has tried to modify this popular 
modern trend by employing a combination of methods. 


Recently, in. pursuance of this thought, two magazine 
articles have appeared and I shall quote briefly: 


Laura Bryant, that well-known teacher of singing in 
the Public Schools of Ithaca, New York says, “Singing is 
nine-tenths thinking. This applies to a child’s singing 
proportionately according to‘his power of thinkng, which 
increases as he develops mentally.” She continues, urg- 
ing that music educators try to teach children to “think 
tone’ as many children not too musical, learn to sing 
very well by having been taught to ‘“‘think’”’ their tones. 


Then the Dean of Music Supervisors, T. P. Giddings, 
formerly supervisor of music at Minneapolis, Minn., in 
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an article entitled “Let Music Speak” begs music educa- 
tors not to teach rhythm but rather to teach the reading 
of rhythm and he goes on to state that this foundation 
fact has not gotten very far in the music teaching world. 
“It is quite true that the pupil must feel the rhythm but 
it is to the eye on the printed page that will do that. Let 
the printed music speak.” 


With this in mind your supervisor is quite convinced 
that a blending of methods can be used—a regular course 
of music study combined with choral singing using folk 
songs and carols learned by the rote method. 


It would give children, teachers and supervisor much 
pleasure to have parents and friends visit music classes 
at the time of the supervisor’s classroom visits. May I 
cordially invite all to avail themselves of the opportunity 
to see your school in musical action. 


I should like to thank all for courtesies customarily 
extended to me throughout the past year.

My annual reports in the past have consistently 
been optimistic in tone especially in regards to the quality 
of work done in all schools. In this, my fifth annual re- 
port I should like to mention two aspects of the art work 
that seem to me to be liabilities rather than assets in the 
cut program. 

First and foremost is the matter of time. It is my 
conviction that in the not too distant future the school 
committee and Superintendent should discuss the desira- 
bility of having a full time supervisor serving the Deer- 
field Union alone. 

Under the present set-up there is no time for any 
supervision other than the planning of work for teachers 
to carry on; itis my conviction that the towns could profit 
with supervision in addition to the teaching. 

The limitations of space and equipment precludes en- 
gaging in certain desirable art activities, especially some 
craft projects that would be worthwhile additions to a 
well-rounded program. 

The interest of all students remains at a high level 
and there are continued attempts to find new and differ- 
ent Projects so that the cut work will be of continuing 
interest. 


May I again extend my thanks to all those who 
have, through their cooperation, aided the art work in 
the local schools.

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Report of the School Nurse

Dear Mr. Osborne: 


I herewith submit my report as nurse to the schools 
of Whately. 


The children were weighed and measured at the be- 
ginning of the school year, and the physical examinations 
were complete soon afterwards. Dr. Rice attended to the 
children in Whately. There were no serious physical de- 
fects noted. but parents were notified where medical care 
was needed. 


Vision testing and hearing testing were done. Dr. 
Glade Hall of Florence, school dentist, attended the dental 
clinics which, on the whole, were used to great advantage. 
Occasionally, though, we get notes from parents saying 
that the family dentist will care for the children’s teeth, 
this we encourage and promote. Unfortunately, in a few 
cases, the appointment with the family dentist is never 
made. Thus when the school dentist returns a year lat- 
er, an extraction is necessary because the decay has gone 
beyond repair. Regular dental care is necessary to safe- 
guard the teeth. 


Immunization clinics were held in the three towns, 
and we were glad to note the number of parents who took 
advantage of the clinics to bring pre-school children for 
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inoculation. Dr. Rice took care of the schools in Whate- 
ly. 


Three children went to Greenfield Health Camp, one 
boy and two girls. They remained there three weeks. 
My thanks go to all those who helped make this vacation 
possible. 


Thank you, Mr. Osborne, for your cooperation, and 
all of you who helped me during the year.
